The death of Archbishop James Edward Quigley 
removes a strong administrator and builder. 

Perhaps his greatest achievements have been in 
the development of the parochial schools, not only in 
numbers but in efficiency. The old way was to 
build the church and later the school. Archbishop 
Quigley reversed this order, so that in most new 
Chicago parishes the assembly hall of the school is 
used for church services until a church. can be built. 

* In thirteen years he increased the number of schools 
in his charge from 166 to 256, and the number of 
children attending them from 67,321 to 100,162. 

Another of his policies was the creation of small 
parishes. This cutting up of large districts and 
multiplication of church buildings has caused not a 
little "heart burning, although the ultimate benefits 
of the policy are unquestioned. ‘He leaves 326 
churches where he found 252. J 

His marked financial and administrative gifts 
enabled him greatly to strengthen the organization 
and resources of the archdiocese. The popularizing 
of church bonds of small denominations is an ex- 
ample of his work along this line. |

to him through his leadership in the work for Cath- 
olic home missions as represented by the Catholic 
Church Extension society. 

But perhaps the work really nearest the heart’ 
of the prelate who has gone was the upbuilding of 
the school for delinquent and dependent children at 
Feebanville.

E to refrain from joining the triple 
tow, his ambassador at Rome by 
Prence von Buelow, the former chancel- 
lor of the empire, has now adopted. the 
course of recalling Baron Hans von Wan- 
genheim, his ambassador at Constantino- 
ple, and of appointing im his place Prince 
Ernest of Hohenlohe-Langenburg, head 
of the entire princely, @ucal, and media- 
tized house of Hohenlohe, which still re- 
tains, along with other sovereign pre- 
rogatives, the right of bestowing its own 
order of knighthood—namely: the Order 
of the Pheenix. 

Prince Ernest of Hohenlohe is married 
to an English princess of the blood; that 
is to say, to Princess Alexandra of Great 
Britain and Ireland, one of the daughters 
of King Edward's sailor brother, Prince 
Aifred, Duke of Edinburgh, who died as 
the ruler of the German duchies of Saxe- 
‘Coberg and Gotha. She was borm and 
brought up wholly in England,.and as 
an English girl was one of the favorite 
Srandchildrem of Queen Victoria, who 


were won by Prince Ernest of Hohenlohe- 
Langenburg. 


~o- 

For Prince Ernest is a grandnephew 
of Queen Victoria. His father, the late 
Prince Hermann, formerly governor gen- 
eral of Alsace-Lorraine, was a particu- 
larly dear nephew of the aged British 
queen. It may be remembered that her 
mother, the Duchess of Kent, was twice 
married. A Saxe-Coburg by birth, and 
a sister of Leopold I. of Belgium, she had 
by her first marriage with the Prince of 
Leiningen two children—namely : Charles, 
Prince of Leiningen, and Princess Feo- 
dora, who were, therefore, Queen Victo- 
ria’s half brother and half sister. 

Feodora, to whom Queen Victoria was 
devoted. from earliest childhood, married 
when she grew up Prince Ernest of Ho- 
henlohe, head of the mediatized house of 
Hohenlohe, and became the mother of a 
family of six children. 

The el of these children was Prince 
Hermann of Hohenlohe, father of the 
newly appointed German ambassador to. 
Constantinople, Another child, a niece, 
therefore, of Queen Victoria, was Ade- 
laide,who married the Duke of sel Jeswig- 
Holsteit-Augustenburg, and became the 
mother of the present German empress. 
Still another of these children was Prince 
Victor Hohenlohe, who died as Admiral 
Count Gleichen of the British navy, and 
whose son, Gen. Count Gleichen of the 
British army, was for several years mili- 
tary attaché of the British embassy at 
Washington. ’ 


— 

Prince Ernest was for a time attached 
to the German embassy in London under 
the chieftaincy of the late Count Paul 
Hatzfeldt. Afterwards he was regent for 
& humber of years of the two duchies of 
Saxe-Coburg and Gotha, which he ad- 
ministered with rare sagacity, ability, 
and, above all, liberalism during the mi- 
nority of the present reigning cuke Then 
he was for a time secretary of state for 
the colonies at Berlin and vice president 
of the reichstag. 

He is a man of considerable ability, and 
if he has been selected for the post of 
ambassador at Constantinople it fs not 
only because he enjoys in a very excep- 
tional degree the confidence of his cous- 
ins, the emperor and empress of Ger- 
many, but also because he is known to be 
on terms of particular intimacy with the 
new king of Roumantia, whose beautiful 
wife, Queen Marie, ig a sister of his own 
consort, that is to say, of Princess Ernest 
of Hohenlohe-Langenburg.

RIFLES AND MACHINE GUNS. 
Chicago, July 8—[{Editor of the Trib- 
une.]—Knowing how eager thousands of 
pacifists are to grasp any argument which 
can be used against “ preparedness,” I 
think Tur TRIBUNE makes a mistake in 
publishing editorials such as Machine 
June, particularly when that article 
was hardly in keeping with the facts. 
What this country needs is trained men, 
and lots of them. Mechanical devices 
never have and never will take the place 
of troops, and no machine gun ever de- 
vised ‘is equivalent to 1,000 rifles. Fur- 
thermore, it is a known fact among mili- 
tary authorities that, provided fire disci- 
pline and fire control are maintained, 1,000 
average shots are as effective as 1,000 
expert riflemen, especially at long ranges, 
and where the enemy is partly or wholly 
concealed. Proops can be taught to do 
what they are told in about one-quarter 
of the time it takes to make good shots, 
and a man must be an expert with the 
rifle before he can operate a machine gun. 
The W. G. N.’s statement to the con- 
trary, rifle fire is still the most deadly, 
and ‘‘ superiority of fire,” which deter- 
mines all engagements where infantry is 
employed in force, cannot be maintained 
by machine guns. Air craft, submarines, 
machine guns and large caliber artillery 
are still accessories. On the sea final 
superiority will be determined by ships 
of the line, and on land final results will 
be determined by infantry and rifle fire. 
THE TRIBUNE should remember that the 
operations in Europe are practically a 
succession of sieges wherein the lines of 
defense change more often than in the 
pact. Machine guns would not be as im- 
portant in defensive operation in this 
country as they now are ln Europe. What 
we need above all else is men trained in 
arme—thousends of them. The trimmings 
will follow.
